1. Claims 1-4, 6, 8-12 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The references of the 
Prior Art of Record fail to teach or suggest, alone or in obvious combination, all of the features 
of the applicants' invention as claimed in the independent claims 1, 4, 6 and 10. Specifically, the 
Prior Art teaches a gap formed from the side surface of the tine to the groove being increased in 
a step manner and does not teach the gap being gradually increased linearly in combination with 
the recited structural limitations of the claimed invention.
